4. The plant also butlds cares for civilian use: actobuses for the-use of - 
miners; long-distance barge actobuses for the internstional traffic Watch are 
exported to Argentina, USSR, India, and Egypt and also to ‘satellite 
coumtries. For instance, Bulgaria got 40 such lerge awtotuses this year. 
Most of the Ikarusz Plant's production is being exported to the USSR and 
to Polgnd. Only a small fraction goes to the Hungarian Red Army.

There is an acute shortage in material 
reserves. There are few metal sheets, few welding machines and even few. 
welders. Machine tools are ted, ‘the. sumber of grinding machines ig un-_ 
satisfactory so “that the workers often have to wait iong hours tefors ‘they 

can perform their tasks. The new-young welders who had been trained imo 

the new short-term schools of the Red regime are working very unsatisfactorily;
